TREND OF DISBELIEF 

The number of abused women seeking shel- 
ter in Philly Is skyrocketing. The number of 
beds for them isn't. By Holly Otterbein 

A yearandahalfago.JeannineLiiiitski thought her battered 
women’s shelter had suffered through its worst year ever. 

It was the end of 2009, and Lisitski — executive director 
of V^mai Against Abuse, niiladetphia's only overnight shelter for 
victimsofdomesticviolenoe, mostly women and children — was 
reviewing bleak raid-<rf'-year statistics, hi that year, she found. 
Women Against Abuse had been fomed to turn away 4.671 domestic 

pared to 2008. when the shelter was famed to turn away 1,705 vic- 
tims. City ftiperr^iorted m the troubling increase at the time. 

But, more than a year later, things are even worse. In 20 10. CP has 
found. Women Against Abuse couldn’t provide emergency shelter to 
7,474 victims who needed it By June ofthis year, it had turned away 
3, 116 people — an 8 percent increase, year-to-date from 2010. 

Toour horror, the numbers are continuing to spiral upward,' 
soys Lisitski. 

'Theoutlookwaai't always 80 grim. In 2007, the domestic violence 
8helt8rdoubleditsbeds,from50 to 100. Atthe time, there were 
plans to acquire an additional 160 beds, which, says Lisitski. would 
have put Philadelphia's capacity in line with other citiesits size. 

But then the great reoessicHihit in2008, and in the face ofhuge bud- 


get cuts, that reasonable plan suddenly looked more likea pipe dream. 

In 2008. the city cut $296,268 from its annual allocatirai to Wimen 
Against Abuse — or 11 percentofits shelter's entire budget — an 
amount that was never reinstated. (Women Against Abuse receives 
about 85 percent of its funding from government sourcealFive 
years prior, die state cut oil funds for domestic violence services in 
I^nsy Ivania by 4.7 perwnt, an amount chat was also never restored. 

11113 year, the state cut even more funds with cmsequences for 
Women Against Abuse: The Home less Assistance Program was 
slashed by 10 pement. and the Human Services Development 
Fund was reduced by 36 percent. As a result, the dtyr was forced 
to pick up the slack, absorbing

Women Against Abuse didn’t reduce its number of beds, but did 
reduce staff and services, andwasunabletoexpand as planned. 
Meanudiile, amid the budget cuts, more domestic violence victims 
than ever have been asking for shelter at Women Against Abuse 
— and that, too, may be an indirect resultofthe bud economy. 

A study funded by tlie U.S. Department of Justice found that 
domestic violence occurs three times as often in fumiHes under seri- 
ous Gnancial strain, and aNationaJ Resource Centeron Domestic

"ThecmisequQices of eliminating those pro grams would be tre- 
mendous social costs,” says Philip Bertocd.aCommuuity L^al 
Services atinmey and public advocate for PGW ratepayers. 

There’s not much fat left to cut, since PGW aliear^ trimmed per- 
sormel by near^ 40 percent since 1988 and boosted the collections 
iBteta more than 98 percent. PGWis still loaded down with $1,217 


billon in long-term debt, though at least they’re now not paying 
offallthatdebtwithnewdebt. — Oanlel Denvlr

Violence study reported that 93 percent of 
domestic violence victims in shelters ask 
for help with financial problems. 

As the need for domestic violence 
services has sl^ocketed, so, too, has 
another troubling statistic. From 2007 
to 2009. the domestic homicide rate rose 
almost 50 percent in Pennsylvania. In 
Philadelphia, from 2008 to 2009, it went 
up by 71 percent, from 21 to 36 homi- 
cides. In 2010, according to police statis- 
tics, there were 30 domestic homicides in 
the city. 

"We feel as helpless as the client does," 
says Meghan Kincade, Women Against 
Abuse’s director of shelter services, about 
having to ti2m victims away in this cli- 
mate. 'When someone is ready to leave 
their abuser, they're also at the highest 
risk for homicide. And we have to turn 
them down [atthathme)."

Domestic Violence, says the majority of 
domcsticvioloncc shellors throughout 
Ponnsylvania have had to deny help to 
increasing numbers of victims in the past 
few years. Given the program-slashing 
regime at tho helm in Harrisburg, that 
isn’t hkoly about to change.

The Russian version of 
the book has more jokes than his Engbsh 
maniBcriptlwhich has yet to be published), 
and less explanation Manyjokes hinge on 
quirks in the native language, as well as 
a 201h-centuiy history of gulags, commu- 
nists andperest7oilm,whi£hdanthndpur- 
drase on the American funny bone. “Many 
Ihisaan jokes are toodark, andnothumor- 
□us at all to my American hiends." 

Here's rare of Sergeev’s favorite Russi an 
jokestApessimist. an optimist and areal- 
istwalkintn a tuimeL The pessimist sees 
on^ the darfcness.The optimist sees the 
ligitt at theend ofthe tunnel.

Now. more than ever, Sergeev believes 
religious jokes are criticaL 

“The person who cannot laugh at him- 
self is socialb' dangerous," says Sergeev, 
"The illusion of grandeur — if you have 
(his and apjdy it to religion, that becomes 
very dangerous. You start to use God for 
the purpose ofaggrandizing yourself. The 
purpose of religious jokes is to minimize 
you and your ego." 

Joking, in this sense, is ahi^ly personal 


matter. “The purpose of a spirrtu al exercise is to make yourself smaller.' says 
Sergeev.'My ideal of a saint is a saint who is fuS of laughter." 

The underlying sul^ct of his collection is a send-up of human shortcomings. 
Aooss ethnic, national and ideological boimdaries, everybody has one thmgin 

“People laugh at the same thing. Human imperfection — not religion," said 
Sergeev. “The difficulty in translating is sodal context. But on adeeper level, 
people's understandiTrg ofthe world — idspretty much the sairre." 

An example: One well-known city businessnan once met the local priest and 
tD Id hiro,“you probably noticed. Holy Father; that I don’t visit drechurrh." 

‘Yes. I noticed and I regret this, 'answered the priest 

“I don't go to the church because there are many hypocrites there." 

The priest ^e]died,~^^^ can ahvaysftnd a place for one more." 



SERGEEV IS NO SAINT. His collection includes potentially offensive 
jokes, with sexist and degrading punch lines. “I didn’t want my bocdcto be dry, 
so I included some pcrlitically incorrect jokes," But one rabgianis notably absent 
from Sergeev's comic prodding: The English manuscript does not include any 
jokes about Mudims. The reason, says the professor, is thatrightncrwtheglchal 
climate regarding Islam is just too ho t to play with. 

Even without Islamic humor, the book is not without risk. Sergeev says that 
uAerneariy a century ofcmforced atheism under a Communist government, the 
Russian pe<q>Ie havebegun to embrace religion again. “When peojdecome from

PHREAKS 


A new Philly festival mad<es room 
for everyone under the rainbow.

T here's h neat trick at the heart of the first- 
ever PhreakN* Queer Arts & Music Festival. 
Along with presenting everything we’ve 
come to expect in a Stilly fest — live music, visual 
artistry, films, le chi res, performance art, poetry 
— these organizers are pushing a super-nidie 
agenda of radical entertainment: naughty 

cabaret, punk-rock fairies, nasty-ass MCs, dirty 
beats. The new r^resenting Hireak N” Queer 
isuru'eservedly DIY. unabashedly sexual — and 
they don’t dig the mod-gay chib life. 

These are diceyyoung drag queens in chipped 
nail polish, nothing like their blow-dried J -Lo 
impersonator counterparts. These are catty rap- 
pers screaming through noise, not some neatly 
appbed, approval-ready sample. These are thespi- 
ans p'acticing their croft udiile playing cute elec- 
tro-pop, queercountry artists singing alongside 
two-step dance lessonsat the Gay Ole Opry, zom- 
bies performing atop heavy-metal trucks. 

There's an edgy, skanky, neo-baroque quality 
to aO of this. It’s not that these acts are new to 
the scene — from Joe Jack Thlcum and Sgt. Sass 
to Benni E and Erik Ransom, these punks have 
regular gigs throu^iout the city. But to have it all 
in your lace, all at once, dazzles the imagination. 

"We want to inspire and surprise, " says Corirme 
Thornton, one of 12 jarndpal organizers of Phreak 
N" Queer. •We want audiences to be like, "Whoa, I 
didn’t realize there were so many great queer art- 
UtsinPhaiy.’ 

Thornton has spent a decade holding events for 
the d^s lesbian, bisexual and tninsgender popula- 
tion to raise awareness, sodol consdousness and 
money. She's been part ofFUSE parties held at 
South Street's XO Lounge and is a Sapphire Fund 
board director with master's degrees in social work, 
law and sodalpolky. She's witnessed every sort of 
gay-themed event — but noticed that many of them 
feel overly stick and sober. 'So many queer events 
in the city have this ^liny cnmmerdulism to them," 
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Thornton says.'It still just feels 
I ike you wa Ik into a gay bar or 
party in this d^. and it’s the same 
music over and over. It's vety Tbp 
40. We wanted to show the under- 
ground side of our community." 

She and her booking partners 
decided to do something that felt 
a btde grittier, a little riskier, to 
push people out of their comfort 
zones while making a space for 
those who want tn go out, but 
don’t want to hove to dress up 
or pay a lot of m<mey. ‘We want 
to showcase diversity of geru-es, 
formats and people," 

Oh. and zombies.Thafs where 
Rainbow Destroyer comes in , 
Certainly the freakiest Phreak 
N" Queer offering the trucker- 
hat-donning pair — she’s 
Kuinbcaux Brite, he’s Brian 
Reignbow — present a kind of 
Yazoo -esque death-karaoke. 
“Plus we’re whores who’d take 
any show offer.'jokes Reignbow. 
“A queer music festival with a 
pun in its title — who’d say no?" 

Reignbow agrees that the fest 
seeks to attract those who are 
imcomfortable or put off by regu- 
lar Pride events, those who feel 
displaced or discounted by gay 
stereotypes. ‘People \riio could 
call themselves'non-homonarm- 
ative,’" he explains. “Rain bow 
Destroyer speaks to that audience 
because our music isn’t about 
being queer. It’s about being awe- 
some and. incidaitally. queer." 

In that regard, the festival is 
really all abort inchj8Tvity.“ln 
avoiding the rainbow flags, it 
makes it more open and safe 
for closet cases and peo^e who 
don’t feel comfortable being 
pigeonholed as strictly gay," says 
Reignbow. “Tliere's no sense 
of having to he legitimately’ 
gay to participate or appreci- 
ate it. Every kind of artist and 
audience member has a place. 
We’ie really hoping for variety. 

It means more people paying 
attention to us. Besides, every- 
one's a little queer."

This happened either right before or right alter 
Anna (sad, beautiful, German) showed the (irst 
signs of thawing to his charms (in this case, a 
cocaine nosebleed, played for yuks). 

The pleasant surprise of gaining a rootuig inter- 
est in Out lasted until I realized that nothing 

had changed: Gabriel remained self-indu^nt, Anna 
remained a mechanism to encourage him to bccumo 
a better person, and their author was only taking 
care of the plotting busmess that would allow him 
to jump from ono comic set piece to the noxt. 

This doesn’t mean Ughls Out is bad, exactly; 
Pierre writes smart, witty, often-outrageous comic 
scenes. But cardboard characters mouthing satiric 
talking points preclude much chocring. And any 
oftlie homely conventional pleasures ofthe plot 
exist at such afunctional remove from the hijinks 
in the foreground as to make you fee! like a sucker 
for responding to them. 

But even as a novel like L<gA(s Out uses stock 
plotting to string scenes together, it also highlights 
how hard it is to get without the satisfaction of 
p ullin g for our hero to IHm the girl. Tliis makes it 
all the more remarkable that Scott Sparling's Wire 
to Wire (Tin House, May 24) and Jesse Ball's The 
CurAewlVintage Contempwaries Original, June 14) 
accomplish just that, in completely opposite ways. 

Wire to Wire uses its worn-out plot (a double-cross 
and a car full of drug money) as cavalierly ai Lights 
Out does; starting in something like (he ]>resent 
and trawling badeward in a disjointed series of 
rucoUcctions and conversations, Sparling never 
builds up much suspense. It’s like one ofthe better 
Hold Steady records, where you glimpse a charac- 
ter embarking on the bad night two songs after you 
find out where she woke up the next morning. 

The atmosphere that results from Sparling’s 
attention to detail comes to mirror his charac- 
ters’ experiences. In order to remain in an eter- 
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nally hazy midsummer present, 
Sparling wills you to forget 
about the plot and ignore any 
momentum his characters might 
seek. And all his skill with veri- 
similitude focuses on co-opting 
your response, not overwhelm- 
ing with br illian ce or conning 
with cheap satisfactions. 

Jesse Ball, on the other hand, 
eschews realism entirely, and 
brushes past authenticity only 
when he's unable to help it. 

Unlike Sparling, who works to 
implicate his reader through 
detail and atmosphere, Ball 
belongs to a cadre of writers 
(ranging from aggressively 
nonsensical Blake Butler to apa- 
theticTao Lin to formally strict 
Tom McCarthy) who consciously 
avoid convention. 

Because of this, his characters 
and scenes feature careful, if 
tangential, observations of people 
and actions and things, delivered 
in language that’s simple enough 
to seem vague. Calling on a ch- 
ent. Ball’s protagonist sees a tiled 
passage with "pastoral scenes; 
cows, gypsies, birds ofdifierent 
sorts, wattle buildings, haystacks. 
No two of them were the some. 
This had a disquieting effect. You 
would obviously never have time 
to sit and look at all of them, even 
wore it possibto, and so it gave 
an elusive impression.William 
wouldn’t like to be forced to give 
an opinion about it.’ 

’The balance between precision 
and vagueness in diction and 
imagery here allows Ball to strip 
his novel down to just its func- 
tional parts, giving it the charge 
of a parable. William, a vio linis t 
forbidden to play music and a 
man who spends his days writing 
epitaphs that lie truthfully (an 
"epitapborist,'in Ball’s beauti- 
fully apposite term), inliabits a 

and Bulgakov. But as ho shifts 
from guarding his daughter from 
the dangers ofthe adult world, 
to later in the story dropping his 
guard. The Curfew displays the 
emotional clarity and high slakes 
of a fairy tale, precisely because of 
its lack of easy cues.

O n ahot, malarial Thursday, love flowed in the Piazza. And 
I don’t just mean S umm er Love, the Victnry Brewing beer 
oirrently on tap at Gunners Run. the new faux-dive squat- 
ting in the faux-square’s southwest comer. 

No. I mean actual love. You could feel it in these 
loveless badlands. dispelllDg the bad juju plagu- 
ing the place like a desecrated burial groimd. 

Ofthc Piazza's four sit-down restaurants, two 
(Apollinareand Swift HalOcalled it quits this 
year, to say nothing oftheBciyWho Cried Speck. But already, three 
new eateries have slid into these graves like taveis into silk sheets. 

Gunners Run is cne, taking up Swift Haifa torch us the enclave's 
neighboihood pub. Whether it will outwit the wiles of the revamped 
ruins ofthis one-time brewery remainsto be seen, but a recent visit 
proved that Gunnera is. at the very least, trying very hard. 

'Would you like to sit outside?’' the hostess asked u& With PhiDy 



feeling like a convection oven, no, no, we didn’t want to sit outside. 
"I know, 1 feel ridiculous fcr asking," she offered as ataffera in clingy 
tees hustled tike moving men on deadline to clear the center of the 
masculine, exposed brick-wrapped room. Tables lumbered into 
the sunlight, spcukere taking their ace. A long, wood communal 
table, home to a build -your-own Bloody Maiy bar during weekend 
brunch, was pushed to the side.

The 
vegan “chickoi" cutlet sandwich could convert a carni- 
vore with its tenderness, though the seeded Liscio’s roll, 
sauteed spinadi and anions and tomato sauce didn’thurt 
Fresh-fried, featherweight tortilla chips distinguished 
the nachos from countless others; they were dressed in 
layers so nochip was left naked, with vegetarian refried 
beans, house-pickled jalapchos, pico. sour cream and 
Cheddar clinging to each ch^.The cheese could have 
been more molten, though.and fortunately, the place has 
already switched to a better-melting brand. 

These greatest hits mi^t not change your life, but 
they'll certainly impro\-eyour night. A few extra flourish- 
es in the recipes and more thoughtful ingredient sourdng 
— see: Standard Thp, South Philly Tap Room — would go 
a long way toward eamlng Gurmers Rim admittance to 
the gastiopub pantheon.

1 found the soup on the 
blackboard of nightly specials, where Dilworth's most 
compeUingpIalesdwelled.Thatfrostysoup was astir 
of vegetable echoes: the sweet tomatoes, cucumbers, red 
onion, red pepper.ThankfuUy, Dilworth didn't pur^e the 
gazpacho to smithereens, instead emulsifying only half 
of each batch with extra-virgin, the rich yin to the yang of 


Slicked with house-made Russian dressing, a tradition- 
al Reuben rose high on rye, sauerkraut peeking out its 
edges in another special. Saucy barbecued chicken reso- 
nated with Cajun spices, its sweet and tangy glaze stain- 
ing a snow-white buttermilk potato salad on the side. 
Most entries also come with seasonal vegetables, mine 
being squash, fennel and tomatoes in a lightly grilled ode 
to summer. Another tribute to the season: a thin butter- 
milk waffle piled high with ice cream, strawberry sauce 
and hot fudge that would be at home on any boardwalk. 

By now, several of Dihvorth’sono-ofFs will have migrat- 
ed to the revamped main menu, butwho knows iftheyll 
be deported now that another new chefis in charge:
